A crowd described as the larg¬ 
est to assemble for a public 
speaking in West Liberty since 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt dedi¬ 
cated the WPA-built high school 
here in 1936. greeted Alben W. 
Barkley when he brought his 
campaign for U. S. Senator to 
Morgan county Tuesday night. 

The overflowing courtroom, the 
courthouse lawn and the streets 
around the courthou.se held a 
crowd estimated at between 1,200 
and 1.500 people. Party leaders 
from Elliot, Magoffin, Rowan and 
Knott counties attended, but most 
of the Veep’s hearers were plain 
Morgan citizens. 

Barkley, looking dapper as ever 
and quite as vigorous, was accom¬ 
panied by his wife. Mrs. Ann 
Hadley Barkley whom he married 
four years ago after a gallant 
courtship that charmed the na¬ 
tion. And Morgn countians plain¬ 
ly showed they were quite taken 
with her charming personality 
i and good looks. Occasionally she 
! .swept the courtroom with her 
j glances, but for the most part she 
' kept her eyes on her famous hus¬ 
band ana gave him a wide smile 
when the Veep referrd to their 
courtship. 

Ren F. Nickell, Democrat cam¬ 
paign manager, presided, and 
Comonwealth Attorney W. Major 
Gardner introduced the former 
Vice President and Senator. 

Lashing out at the Republican 
national administration, Barkley 
declared, “The theory of their 
leaders is that only the rich and 
the high-born are entitled to 
; rule I don't believe it’s wise to 
make those at the top richer on 
’ the theory that some of it will 
; trickle down to the common peo¬ 
ple. 1 believe it’s wiser to make 
;.II richer and prosperous—then 
■some of it will trickle up.' I’ve 
always fought for the common 
I man. In the midst of the depres¬ 
sion when 15 million were unem¬ 
ployed, I as majority leader in 
the Senate, fought to restore the 
faith of our jaeople in govern¬ 
ment." 

Answering his opponent’s ques¬ 
tion of what have the Democrats 
done for Kentucky in. 20 years, 
the Veep enumerated the many 
phases of the New Deal program 
for the common man, and de¬ 
clared pointedly, “Here you have 
a beautiful stone school building. 

1 helped get it for you. I helped 
c.stablish the farm credit s.vstem 
for loans to farmers on long terms 
at low interest. I introduced the 
bill to provide federal aid for 
road.*. I helped write and pass 
the RE.\ ac'.; and during the 20

to establish the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Service which the present 
administration has crippled by 
cutting its appropriation. I have 
voted for every bill to help the 
farmers.
